' SHE G.P.U. ORGANIZATION IN AMERICA. 


Reference is made to State Department report on the orgenization of 


‘the Soviet Secret Service,which was received from Mr. Robert McCormick of the Chicago 


fribune. ‘This report was transmitted to this office as enclosure ‘No e46776',wi th 


bureau letter of October 24,1924 initialed TFB/Jizu. 


Commenting on this report, particularly as to the organization of ‘the 


‘work in America, I would state that a Nala referred to is undoubtedly rsaKonors, : 


fhe report states that he arrived in Berlin in’ May,1923 enroute-to the United States 


for the purpose of organizing a secret division of ‘the. CHEKA-in America, under the. 
guise of a semi-official. Soviet Trade. Missions 


HOORGIN- arrived in the United States‘about June 1,1923. He came here 


officially as Director of the German Russian Transportation Company DERUTRA, for the 


purpose of assisting in orgenizing or reorganizing the New York office of .that company. 
This appears to be quite correct as I have been informed by a reliable informant con- 


nected with DERUTRA that HOORGIN is.an official in. that company. Whether his. position 


‘is held by him as a result of personel interest .in-DERUTRA or whether he holds that 


position merely as a representative ofthe Soviet Government on the Board of Directors 


has not been established:., but it would seem quite probable that the latter is the 

correct supposition. As to the alleged guise of a. seml-official Soviet Trade Mission, 
it might-be stated that this 1s somewhat exaggerated. He did not so represent himself, 
altho he did take-a very active part in the affairs of Centrosoyus and other associated 


orgenizations,, eventually forming one large organi zation to direct the activities of 


the others, know as“AMTORG or the American Trading Corporation. 


the State Department report further states: that because-of his lack 


of experience in’ certain. work HOORGIN was given an assistant in the- person. of ‘the

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HOORGIN, as stated above, arrived in this comtry about June 12,1925. 
KONMISSAROV- received a vise from the Consul General at Havana on Feb. 28,1924, and a 
arrived here presumably some‘time in March of this, year. 

There seems to be no doubt that HOMMISSAROV was éngaged in secret 
work for the Soviet Government in various parts of Europe. This information comes 
from various sources including press dispatches. 

From a confidential finforzant[ _—ijit was learned that HOORGIN stated 
that he was interested in all matters having any bearing on Russia end that he had been 
commissioned by the Soviet Government to learn just what ts going on. Among other 
things he stated that the movement among the Senators for recognition of the Soviet 
pilsgian Governnant had cost Russia a lot of moneys 

Further. information from this same source indicates that HORGIN was 
possibly acting as an investigator for the Soviet Government. During dune 1923 
he called upon ‘the Workers Party for a report on the actitles of the previous year,

which was submitted to him after he had presented a mandate whichrsatisfactory to =~ b7E 


IRA. He.is also reported to have spent some time examining the documents 
end books of the All Russian Jewish Public Relief Committee. He also investigated 
the controversy. between: the Party and the Central Burean of the SeTeAeSeR. 


In October 1923,Infornent[ _|reportea among other things that 


‘HOORGIN. was ‘engaged in prepering a "black list” of all prominent persons doth Russians 


end others who were active in opposing the Soviet Governmemt. Also that HORGIN 
visited Washington and intervilewed.various Senators with reference. to the question of 
recognition of Soviet Russias The-name of KOMMISSAROV did not come up at any tine 
in connection with HORGIN. 


KOMMISSAROV -is well know to a number ‘of Russians. in this city, 


particularly to a number of former officers of the Russien Gendarme Corps. It is 


oe te . rf = 
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the opinion of practically all of these officers that KOMMISSAROV is en Agent o spy 
for the Soviet Government. This opinion is.based on the allegation that he was an 
Agent for the Soviet Government in the Balkans.and elsewhere in Europe. However, 
none ‘of these officers have any positive proof of any espionage activities on the 
pert of KOMMISSAROV in this country. It is interesting to note,however, that 
KOMMISSAROV did not communicate with any of these officers, his former associates, 
upon his arrival in ths country, altho this would have deen the natural thing for 
him to have done, if he were not particularly anxious to avoid being recognized. 

In a-gonversation with Informent| __|auring dune 1924, KOMITSSAROV =e 
stated that he had been unable to esablish his connections with the G.P.U. since his 
arrival here and that he was being offered a large sum of money for writing certain 
articles on Russia. This transaction was being handled thru creel alcatel (a . 
series of articles by KOMMISSAROY are now being published weecly in the Sunday edi tion 
of the New York fimes} These articles are derogatory to the former Psarist Government 
and to ‘the officials of that Government. They might be considered as being propegmda 
in favor of Communism in that they do condemn the Monarchy.) 

At the time of this conversation with our informant KOMMISSAROV did not 
make a particularly good impression in that he cotradicted himself geveral times-and 
made ‘statements as:to conditions which would hardly be expected to exi st is he: were 
‘really an Agent of the GPU. At‘one time KOMMISSAROV stated to this informant 
that ‘his work in the G.P.U. was under.a man name ; ERZIN, Tho is Chief of the Intelli- 
génce Division and Foreign Information Division’ b tho-G.p.U. Among other things 
he mentioned ‘that if.he engaged in the work which he expected to engage in in this 


country, ht would become necessary fa hin to join all the various Monarchist orgeniza- 


tions. At KOMMISSAROFs: suggestion Ingorment[ _ wrote a letter to BERZIN asking” b7D

that KOMMISSAROV's status be defined. No further information has. been received, 


however, regarding him.

With reference to the outline of the wrk contemplated by the 
G.P.U.organi zation in America, Jt would appear to be so elaborate as to require 
an enormous organization to coliect, evaluate and transmit the inforration. called 
LOX The references in the Military Section ‘to the reserve troops and to moboliza~ 
tion of troops, ‘paragraph 7 page 5, Chapter 5, would indicate that this might be a 
pian for the organization of a G,.P.U.Section to be applied to any country, which | 
had since been altered to supiy to America, as the expressions used, particularly 
in paragraph referred to would seem to indicate ‘the existence of a Conscript pen 
at the present time, which of course, would not be true of the United States. 


If all the various types and classes of Agents referred to in 


this report are employed, then the Soviet Secret Service in this country. would be 
so large as to be unwieldy and liable to be quickly exposed.

(Translation) 


At an exemination held on Merch 6, 1950, in the 
Political Administration, Edward, son of Mertin, Meller 
(an Estonion citizen, bem at Riga on June 14, 1907) made 
the following deposition: 

“Y am an Estonien oitizen and am domiciled in the 
eity of Verro. My parents always live in Riga, and at 
present cocupy the position of janitors at Brivibes lela 
186. Iwas born at Riga. From 1916 to 1926 I lived 
together with my perents at Verro, "stonia, but in 1926 
we returned to Latvia, In 1985 I graduated at Verro from 
& secomary school, and from 1926 to 1928 worked at Riga 
as a physieal education instruetor in the YMOA and "York~ 
men’s Sport and Guard". In 1925 Iwas unemployed and as 
mich worked in public enterprises established for the 
unemployed workers. In 1929 I was elected as a delegate 
of the unemployed to present their petitions to the 
Prime Minister. At the Prime Minister's an inoident took 
place af a result of whieh I, as a foreigner, wes expelled 
trom Latvia, and I went to Estonia. There I was inmodiately 
galled for military duty. At first.I served in Reval in 
the 10 Infantry Regiment, wndrittor I was transferred to 
Narva to the 1 Infantry Regiment. On September 7, 1929, 

I deserted and secretly orcssing the frontier went.te the 
USSR. Until my desertion from the army, I had not oom | 
mitted a single crime in Estonia. I deserted for the 
reesmm that F did not wish to serve. Upon crossing the 
frontier | 
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frontier I presented myself to the Soviet frontier cuard 
section chief. The latter arrested me and handed me over 
te the offiee of the Commandant at the river luga, abaut 
60 km. from Kingisep (formerly Yeauburg). On the following 
day, 1.0., September S, 1929, I was taken te Kingisep and 
handed over to the OCPU of the frentier gard of the 
Kingisep section. I was kept there for about 10 days, 
Whereupon I was teken to the Leningrad OGPU. The chief 
ef the Kingisep OGPU is Tsinitis, a lett, while his 
assistant is the Russian who formerly was the ehief of 
the OGPU agent Nikitin who deserted to Latvia (apparently 
Veremeiehik). In Xingisep I was examined by an OGPU agent 
Stepancy. I was questioned nostly about the Estonian army, 
about the ist and 10th Reginents in whish I had served, 
about their composition, armament, esonomice condition, 
morale of soldiers and officers, ete. Further I ws 
questioned sbeut the internal economic and political econ- 
ditions in Estonia. Nothing was asked about Latvia. The 
exminsation lasted for several days. During the exemina- 
tions, I repeatedly emphasized thet I wished te remin 
and work im the USSR. After the examination was over, I 
was maée the offer te enter inte the service of the OCFU, 
which I aecepted. Everyone who secretly ruse over te the 
USSR, when saught, is charged with espionage. Such per- 
sons are usually kept in confinement fer a long period 
until finally they are exiled to seme place or sent to do 
convict work. If it is found impossible to prove that 
the man hes come to the USSR as a spy, he ia offered to 
enter the service of the OGPU, and is then sent to the 
country 
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country from whieh they hed come, and finally are ie 
effered to enter into the service of the OGPU and 
beeome a Soviet spy. Such persons are first given a 
eourse of instruetion and then are sent to spy sither ' 
inte their om or some other suitable country. Those . 
who refuse te become spies are sent to do compulsory i. 
work which is very hard. Whe I was enrolied in Kingisep 
inte the OGPU service I was clearly told that I would have 
to ge as a spy either to zstonia or to latvia. In Kingi- 
sep I was kept in con/inenent for about 10 days, whensi:: «© 
XI was taken te the OGPU in Leningrad. In leningrad I was 
kept in the prison on Yolodarsky Street. There I was 
again severely questioned whether I had not come to the 
U.S.S,.R. a8 & Bpy and was threatened that the worst would 


happen to me if some suspicion agninst me were to arise. 
The first exaninatiow in that prison were mde by Beg 
danoy, the director of the prison, and by Shorts, his 
assistant, doth qf whom are Letts. J wes trovught to 
Leningrad by Tsinitis, Chief of the Kingisep °OPU. After 
I had been examined in Leningrad, Fogdanov ordered me to 
write my sutebiography and te state the places of resi- 
dence and occupation of my relatives. I did as teld and 
handed my autobiography to Bogdanov. A few duys later 
I was visited in prison by Mart eler, ohief of external 
intelligenee in Latvia and begin ee the Leningrad “OOP. 
He did not question me concerning my former life and 
oocupations, but talked about my future work ~— empionsge -, 
inquired whether I was brave enouge aud pointes’ cut Pnrt 
espionage is very dangerous work, involving even life risk.

He also inguired about my health, ete. Meler informed 
me that I would be given espionage instructien, whereupon 
| T would have to go as a spy to Estonis or latvia. Mart 
Meier is an Estonian, 27 years cld. In 1924 he was in 
Estonia where at that time he attended the military sohool. 
He was one of the leaders of the attempted commnist cap 
d'etet of Desember 1924. During that uprising Meier killed 
in the cadet school the cadet and assistant ef the officer- 
on-duty Tomson and wounded the officer Pesor who at present 
is serving in the 10th infantry regiment in Reval. In 
Estonia Meier is known under the name of "Mat". The chief 
of the OGPU in the Lemingrad military distriet is the 
Lithuanian Petrusheviteh. His assistant is the Lett arthur 
Riter. The division of external intelligenee of the OGrt 
ageinst Finland is headed by the Russian Petroveky (his 
father is said toe be a professor in the Academy of Science). 
Petrovsky is known as "Vulodia". Amongst these working in 
the OGPU are one Sukhoy, a Sohroeder and other minor en- 
ployees. In the Finnish division there is one Zinovier 
who ia charged with importent werk. At one tine Riter 
attended school in Fenden tegether with Edwin Yednis, the 
present editor of the newspaper “Iatvijas Keareivis". after 
my conversation with veier I was giyen a little more freedon 
in prison. I was permitted to get newspapers, ete. I was 
in confinement in Leningrad for a total of 11 days. The 
day i was wei Tras I was called into the office where I was 
told that I\.as free and was given new clothes, ani told 
that I would have to live with Mart Meler who came fo: me 
to the prison. «after having established myself at Meler’s, 
I was considered free and was issued an identity certificate 
in 
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in which it was stated that I am an official of the i\ 
Leningrad OGPU,;-of elass 5S. Meier told me that ay 
course of instruction would begin in a few days and 
that I eould teke a rest until then. I was given tickets 
to einemes and theatres Fegether with Meler I visited the 
Wer Miseum, In Meier's apartment I was given a small reem. 
My breakfast ané supper I teok with Meier, but for my 
dinners I was sent te the Deteki-Selsky station, for 
whieh Meler used to give me money. Maier lived on 
Rozeveky Street Ne, 8, apertuent 8. In a week's time, 
about the middle of Oetobder, Meier ordered me te go to 
the sohool where eourses are held for external intelligence 
agents. The course of instruction lasteé fer four months. 
They were helf in the sane house where Meler lived: Rozev- 
sky Street No. 2, but the entranee is from Zazorodni Pros- 
peet Ne. 54. In my OCPU certificate I was given the nene 
of Ludwig}tina}. The numer of regular puplis attending 
the course amounted to 17, tit frequently people same to 
attend some special subjeet and the total number ef pupils 
was sometimes as many as 85. I de not know the exact 
mumber of Latts, Estonians end Finns among the pupils. 
Naither do I knew any ef their names, for all of us hed 
assumed nemes. The lestures were held in Russim but those 
who did not have sufficient eonmand of Russian were allowed 
to atudy in their own langnage. The pupils were re- 
peatedly cautioned no} to slese friendships with seach 
other, not to assemble or be seen together. It was 
recommended to keep away from each other. The pupils 
live separately, in most cases in apartments of 0GPU 
officials. Seheol hours were from 6 a.m. to 4 p.m. The 
total 
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tetal number of teachers (lecturers) was 8. Their names 
were never mentioned and they were referred to as numbers 
1 te & The course spened with Jectures on the history 
ef espionage, from antiquity to modern times, Special 
attention was devoted ta the French intelligence service, 
next come the Fritish and that of other countries. Farti-~ 
quler ettention was given to the work in Fussia of the 
Britiah "Ceneral Serviee" and of Vajfor Xent. The diary of 
Major Kent was even published, and one was obliged te read 
and later discuss 1+. This subject was taught by leeturer 
Noe 4, a middle-aged man. The history of espionage em 
braced also reviews of thes importance and purpose of es- 
pionags. After histery eine savexel special military 
subjects, 6.g- aviation, infantry, artillery, navy, forts, 
etc. Tach of these subjects was apne threugh very 
thoroughly: it was explained what kind of information was 
sought to be obtained, and the relative importange of the 
men tioned me The instruetion given in these sub- 
jeets wes net only theoretical but also practieal. The 
pupils were taken) t0 visit aviation, artillery and nayal 
units, and forts, - there were trained to distinguish 
the various types mitomoviles, aeroplanes, equipment, 
armament, signals, ‘tee The theory of sommnias was not 
taught. After the special subjects, the pupils were 
taught how a spy should work, how spies are recruited, 

how information is eolleeted. Instruction waa ziver in 
makeup, methods of insuring secrecy, sate-keeping of in- 
Tormation obtained, use of codes, sacret mcetings, photo~ 
graphing documents, making copies of dnoumenta and plans, 
etc. In addition to the above-mentioned leoturars, kiown 
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as numbers 1 te 3, leetures were alse held by Arthur 


subjeet was photography of deeuments, copying ef plans, 

and use of eedes. Meler taught conduct in tewm and villege, 
when traveling, ete. Petrushevitoh’s lestures sonsisted 

of examples of how sane spies wrksd, how a spy should begin 
his work, ete. YPetrovsky lectured on the navy, coast guard 
and forts, Pupils, further, reseilyed training in handling 
motor boats and automobiles, and were taught te shoot a 
revalver. In histery, lectures, wention was mde ef the 
desertion ef the OGFPU efficial Nikitin te Latvia and ef 

his betrayal ef the OGPU organization. Nikitin’s action 
was severely seusered and it wes pointed out te the pupils 
that it is the duty ef every OCGYU agent te kill Nikitin at 
the first convenient opportunity. Paertiqler attention was 
given to eoast guard in tstonia, to the island Rano, ete. : 
Furthermore, the work of spies in war time we analyzed. 

In soheo] as well as in private conversations responsible 
officials of the OGPU repeatedly pointed out that spies 
should be prepared to work under war conditions, for war 

is inevitable and is expeeted in the nearest future. Meter 
drew up for me a whole plan ef attack on Sstonia. He said 
that the Ist infantry regiment stationed at Narva and the 
7th infantry at Petchory and Verre should not be recarded 
as @& formidable forec, in energetic attack carried st 
with tanks, artillery and air fleet could annihilate these 
regiments in e few hours. Tthes beer figure’ ont thay in 
ease of war the Baltic States could be occupied in 36 hours, 
as the English with their fleet could not come earlier than 
several days when it would be toe late. Careful atudies 
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are already made ef Estonian sxemnition depots at Mista- 
meya (Neer Tallinn), Harku ené Taps, and of Latvian depots 
at Riga near the Wood Cemetery, at Liban and ether places. 
These depets are to be destroyed with the help ef spies and 
aeroplanes imsdiately upon the outbreak ef hostilities, 
The Govermmemt ef the U.S,.5.R. holds the view that its 
foremost military tesk is the annihilation of the Baltic 
States whieh are ef great international importance te the 
UeSeSeRe, being exits to the Baltie Sea and & possible base 
for the Creat Powers, It is invariably emphasized that 
independence ef the Baltic States is uidesirable for the 
U.8.SeRe and thet by sonquering and putting an end to the 
Baltie States the Commmist will ebtain the desired exit 

to the Great Powers. iIn view of this the 0.5.3.R. is 
energetionlly preparing for the wer whieh is to be directed | 
against the Baltic States at the first eoxventent opportunity.’ 
Im these preparations it is emphasized that the invasion of 
the Baltic States is an easy mtter if it is done so rapidly 
as to make it impossible for the Great Powers to som te 
their help. In addition te an attcek from outside, greet 
ateck is laid on the activities of apies and Commmists in 
Latvia itself, Henoe moh attention is devoted to the 
training of all spies to work under war confitions. Ret- 
ponsible officials of the OCPU, sueh as Veier, Riter, eto, 
have told me that arms are already being seeretly sent to 
latvia and thet separate fiehting mits are being orjonizesa 
there whese duty it will be to bring about an arued up- 
rising at the given moment, start terroristie work, eto. 
Meier told me that now they will net be as simple as they 
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were in 1924 when the putseh in Ustonia took place, end 
that now they wore mking mush wore serious preparations, 
When I was sent te Jatvia, Petrusheviteh, Riter and Meler 
ine trtieted me to find several adeolutely safe seeret 
apartments fer wee as bases for Soviet spies, where the 
aples sould stop and sleo where explosives and arms could 
be stored, I was to make a partiqular effort to find such 
apertzents around Kreutalurg, Marieaburg and several other 
places, ‘hy that wos necessary I do not know but I have 
been repeatedly told that in the near future « sonsideradle 
expansion of espionage is to take plaes around Kreutsburg, 
that seeret lodgings would be needed there and that armed 
Lighting units would be orgetined there, Hiter aud veler 
inetructed me thet on my 30, June 15 and June 20 I was to 
have & meeting at 12 noon at the third bridge on the road 
from Kxeutzburg to Alushki, Ia the sehool as well as when 
about to leave for Latvia, 1% was impressed upon me that 
the espionage work should be closely conneqted with the 
Comuniss movement, and that this condition should be 
partioularly strictly obsexved in war time. But even at 
present I was ordered when reorulting sples and oollesting 
“guformation to do that as far as possible through persons =~ 


possessing reooamendations from the Communist organizations 
and free of suspieion by the Latvian political police. | 
This pertains partieularly to the army in which persons | 
suitable to be spies should be amuzht trom among nowy 
enrolied racruits belonging to Cosmmnist circles. ‘Tho | 
gourse of training preseribed eaoh pupil the execution of 
some actual worke In the end of December 1920, Armedintoly

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after Christmas I was ordered te cross over seeretly 
inte <stonia and te eelliect information on the eavalry 
Feginent atationed at Derpat, Yor that eceasion a 
forged Estonian passport waa prepared fer me, bearing 
the name ludwig lineal, ‘The pessport was a forgery (1.0. 
net a genuine <stenian passport) and one whieh had al- 
ready been used several times, Only the photegreph had 
to ve changed: the picture of the previous user was torn 
off and mine inserted.

“paaation I vead through the Estonian military magazine 
*“sodiech" 
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"Sedieh" whieh eontained a description of the anni- 
versary of the savelxy regiment, X took some infar~ 
mation from the magazine and compiled 1% with that 
obtained from Jurgensen, and substi ted the result to 
Meier. The latter thought my trip was « success snd 
declared me a talented agent, Heine and ergensen aid 
not know the real reason of my trip. Neither did they 
knew that I hed come from the USSR and that I bave a 
forged passpor¥. I told them that I was an route and 
that I stopped over in Derpat to see them, T returned 
to Leningrad before the New Year, Heturning 1 sroased 
the frontier not at the some place as I G14 going but 
somewhere near Isbersk. I do not ksow the exact name 
of the place, XI wes told of 4¢ in Leningrad by Keler, 
‘He told me that on « certain day a team would be waiting 
fer me at the first station before Isborsk, wiich would 
teke me to 8 home from where J would be taken across 
the frontier, After returning to Leningrad I attended 
sehool fer another 3 weeks, ‘That time was deveted to ges 
mask drill, The pupils, with mask and gloves on, were 
wit inte a gas chamber whieh was then filled with iprit, 
and in other eases with ehlor gas, They were taught the 
use of fire arms and band grenades in sush ges filled 
chambers, A cat wuld te thrown in snongst then and 
inatentaneously killed by the gas. ‘Te were also ahomi 
the effect of tear gas, whieh I think is onlled louisit, 
The training further ineluded informtion conosrning 
explosives and the manner of blowing up bridges and other 
atructures. As far as I oan remember the pupils were 
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explained the use of melonite, tritil and other modern 
explesiyes, ‘Ye were alec shomn the gas mesk of Dr. 
Bioverey, of whieh 1t was seid that it is the best in 

the world, that 1% eeuld be weed when wearing eye glasses, 
and that it sould de used in steam. We were explained the 
construction of various types of hand grenades and the 
methods of using them. Yomerly I squinted with ay right 
eye ~ an abnormality by which J sould be easily recognized. 
Because of this I was made te undergo an operation in the 
military hospital and now I ne longer sqtinte "Ke had to 
work yery hard in seheel, and at the end there were exani- 
nations, In the end of January 1080, ¥ or & pupils she 
were sonsidered to be partiqularly good and whe were 
pleked out to baecme organizers of intelligence agencies, 
ware sent to Moscow for a final exemination. They were 
accompanied by the lecturers ond by several. other persons | 
whom IJ did not knew. All in ald the party comiated of 
about 20 persons. In Moscow we were taken to some sort 

Of asehool where we were subjected to exeminationsa, The 
exaniners were responsible staff offieers of the red orny, v 
with the 4-rhembus insignia. The exanimation counitted 
eonsiated of 4 or 5 persons. The examinations in Moseow 
lasted two days, Afterwards we node « sight-seeing tour 
of Moscow ond were taken 60 kilometews in an automobile 

te see some agricultural eommne, After spending 5 days 
in Moseow, we xeturned to Leningrad and were considered 

aa having graduated. The best pupii«e were etven huditory. 
sertificates and a metal insignia bearing the red banner 
surrounded by a wreath, Aftex graducting in Tebruary T 
was adyised to take a reat, to go to theatres, dines, 
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ete, In about a week Meler told me te get ready to go 
to Latvia for the purpose of espionage. I wes given a 
Latvia® passport aad a military servies certificate 
bearing the name Peter Peterson. The Iatyian passport 
BA No, 000511/60081 and the military eertifiente No. 
33858 given me were beth forged. These faxgeé doeunsnts 
were handed to me at the staff of the Leningred OOFU, 
Uvritaky Square 10, by the assistant chief of staff Riter 
in the presence of the chief of staff Petrosheviteh, 
Weiler and others, On that cosasion Fetrusheviteh pointed 
out to me that I sheuld alweys bear in mind whe I was and 
whet my duties were towards the seuntry ef workingnen:, 
the UG:R, emi that I should be prepared to risct my life, 
The persan in charge of pr«paring and issuing forged 
Goswmments is Riter whe for that purpose has a eomplete 
lakoratery in the ataff of the OOFU, in whieh forged 
Beals and signatures are made, ete, The forged Latvian 
passport bearing the news of Peter Peterson was written 
oat in Riter's office in my presence: there the necessary 
inseriptions were mide epneerning my person, my military 
service status, doeunsnts on strength of whieh the pass~ 
port ws ismed, police Fegistration, ete., and the 
required seals were impressed. It was in that seme office 
of Riter’s “hat I signed the pessport and made my thuad 
points. The pessport iteelf, Riter told me, was mde and 
peinted in Meseow. I understand that the signatures on 
the passyort were likewlne made in Yo:eow, In the ocurss 
or a conversation Hiter told me that painting Tatvian 
passports was ax easy matter, that they even painted and 
issued Chinese money, which was a very diffieult job. 
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Compaxed with it the mumfasture of Lettiah passports | 
is quite easy. Riter, Melex and others told me on 
several oosssions that they (the Soviets) were printing 
fexged Chinese money, Some tine in January, while I 
was in Riter's offise, someone of his assistants was 
being sent to the State Rank for some foreign money. 

Iu reply to the question, what foreign money should be 
brought, Riter sald that English pounds or some other 
exchange eoulé do but not "these voonfounded dolla re" 
with whieh one war sure t fall ine He referred to 
Amevioan dollars} the exchange was needed for « spy who 
was going abroad, In Moncow not only forged passports 
of Latvia, Estonia and other gountries are manufactured, 
but likewise diplomatic passports. eler told me that 
he himself tmd made trips abroad, among them to Latyia 
and Zstonia, on various forged docummts, and that on 
one ogcssion he travelled cn a forged Pulgarien passport 
made in Mosaow, At the same time that T was piven « 
forged Latvian passport, I was also given inatrustions 
sonserning my eapionage work in Latyias Wolex told me

ORGANIZATION AND METHODS OF THEO.G.P.U. to | 7 


The following information concerning the 0.G.P.U. was received 
indirectly from G. S. AGABEKOV, one of the recent “renegades.” "Rene~ 
gades" is a term applied by the Bolsheviks to their former officials who 
have deserted. It has been stated that these desertions during the past 
two years have numbered 60 or 70 Soviet officials, all of whom were sta~ 
tioned abroad and found conditions at their stations so much more to their 
liking than in their own country that they deserted and joined the anti- 
bolshevik forces. Many of the desertions occurred as a result of orders 
to return to Moscow. See Report No. 7485, Index 3020. 


For the past ten years AGABEKOV was connected with the work of 
the Foreign Division of the 0.G.P.U. and until recently held the position 
of Chief of the Rastern Section of that Division. His last station wags 
abroad. 


The headquarters of the 0.G.P.U. and the dwellings of the per- | 
sonnel occupy the whole district between the Lubianka and Srietenka, an 
aree. of several square blocks in the heart of Moscow. 


The 0.G.P.U. personnel of the headquarters consists of about 
25C0 people, about 1500 of whom are members of the Communist Party, the 
rest being mombers of the Komsomol and people outside of communist organi- 
zations; these last, however, are employees of little or no importance, 
such as typists, clerks, etc, 


The 6.G.P.U. comprises the following divisions: 


1) The Intelligence Division (KRO} 
2) The Foreign Division (INO) 

3) The Secret Division (SO)

It is divided into sections of which the most important are as follows: 


a) The FIRST SECTION supervises the hotels, theatres and restaurants, 
and perlustrates the diplomatic correspondence. 


b} The SECOND SECTION and c) the THIRD SECTION counteract the espic- 
nage of the Baltic States. 


8) The FOURTH SECTION counteracts the espionage of the Eastern States. 


e) ‘The FIFTH SECTION counteracts the espionage of Great, Britain, and 
fmerica.

Each of these sections has its own agents unknowm to the other 
sections. 


THE FOREIGN DIVISION is doing secret service work abroad. It sup- 
plies all the POLPREDSTVOS (political representatives abroad) and more im- 
portant consulates with semi-official agents of this division (called “resi- 
dents"), who usually act as second secretaries or attaches, sometines as 
officials of TORGPREDSTVOS (commercial representetives) and other Soviet in- 
stitutions abroad. Apart from obtaining all kinds of information valuable 
to the Soviets, these agents have to supervise the Russian emigrants, to 
paralyze their organizations, to control the Soviet citizens residing abroad 
as well as the work of the warilous diplomatic and economic institutions. 


Along with its official representatives, this division has in all 
countries illegal agents who live under assumed names with false passports, 
These egents enjoy special confidence and privileges. Their main object is 
to make frienda in that particular country where they reside, to penetrate 
into various circles and, generally speaking, strengthen their position to 
such an extent as to be able to carry on the work of the official agents, 
should any complications prevent the latter from continuing their activities. 
These illegal agents are not in contact with the official agents and are 
usuelly unknown to them. 


THE SECRET DIVISION conducts the work against the political par- 
ties opposed to the Soviet government, from Socialist-Democrats to Fascists, 
against tendencies within the Commnist Party as well as against religion. 


THE SEPARATE DIVISION supervises the work in the Army and Navy, 
keeping informed about the morale and stamina of the personnel through the 
commissers and political ranks. It also supervises the supply of food and 
ammunition and the proper protection of all kinds of military stores. 


THE SPECIAL DIVISION has to protect state secrets from foreigners, 
to intercept foreign ciphers, to decipher foreign messages and to work out 
ciphers for all Soviet institutions at home and abroad. 


The deciphering of foreign messages is done very well, and every 
week information to this effect is sent to all chiefs of the 0.G.P.U. Divi-~ 
sions and to members of the Central Committee of the Commnist Party. 

This division also has to supervise all the prisons which are

THE INFORMATION DIVISION has to study the public opinion among 
all classes and circles of the population; it also acts as censor of 
literary and theatrical productions and perlustrates the general corre- 
spondence within the U.S.5.R. 


THE OPERATIVE DIVISION supervises the persons in whom the 0.G.P.U. 4 
takes an interest. To this division is subordinated the personnel of the ; 
Commandant, who have to make searches and arrests and who execute the per- 
sons condemned to death, 


THE FPASTERN DIVISION deals with matters pertaining to secret 
service work in the Eastern Soviet Republics. 


THE FRONTIER DEFENSE DIVISION looks after the special 0.G.P.U. 
troops and after the work of the custom houses, which are practically under j 
the management of this division. 


The other divisions and sub-divisions are of less importance, ; 
serving the above mentioned main divisions. 


The 0.G.P.U. nas plenipotentiary agents in al] important cities 4 
of the Soviet Republics. These agencies are organized, on a smaller 4 
scale, on the order of the headquarters in Moscow. The agents have branch 
offices in all smaller towns, covering the whole country with a net of 
0.G.P.U. informants. As an illustration of their power may be mentioned 
that about ten of the plenipotentiary agents have each a staff of secret 
agents whose aggregate number in Moscow alone exceeds 10,000. The various 
0.G.P.U. organizations are assisted by the detectives, so that not only : 
Soviet institutions and their members, but algo all foreigners residing i 
or travelling in the U.5.5.R. are under close observation. 


Officially, the 0.G.P.U. is subordinate to the SOVNARKOM, but 
practically it is directed by the Political Bureau of the Central Commit- i 
tee of the Communist Party. Offic-ally, the 0.G.P.U. agents abroad are : 
subordinate to the POLPRED (chief diplomatic representative); in fact, howe 
ever, the authority of the former is greater than that of the latter and 
their correspondence with Moscow is subject to no control on the part of 
the POLPRED. i 


; THE MILITARY INTELLIGENSE DIVISION is the Fourth Division of the : 
Red Army Staff and collects information through their military attaches, 


as well as through independent illegal agencies in various countries which 
make use of the false documents prepared by the passport bureau of the J 
Komintern. 


Relations between the Military Intelligence Division and the i 
0.G.-P.U. are strained as the latter never misses a” opportunity of doing 
purely military espionage work. Frictions on this basis have repeatedly 
brought up the quastion of Liquidation of the Military Intelligence Divi- 
sion; however, the Central Committee of the Communist Party prefers to \ 
maintain both orgenizations for ths purpecs of mituml and morc cffoctive 
control. 


There always has been and still is a fierce struggle going on i 
between the 0.G.P.U. and the Commissariat for Foreign Affairs as to their : 
influence in the Political Bureau. This can be explained by the fact that, | 
although the Commissariat should be responsible for all information and 
matters pertaining to foreign relations and politics, the Sentral Committee | 
also gets independent information from the 0.7,°,0. on all such questions. | 
In the majority of cases, the informatian and the conclusions cf the two d 
institutions are at variance and, consequently. a deep antagonism has de- 
veloped between them which ig especially notic:eble when officials of the 
Commissariat for Foreign Affairs have to be 7’: ointed for service ebroal, |

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The financial resources of the 0.G.P.U. are difficult to es- 
timate as, apart from the official allotments, it has a yery consider- 
able income from confiscated contraband and property and from its ow 
undertakings, such as: apartment houses, cooperative societies, print- 
ing shops, etc. 


The allotments for the Foreign Division are made in dollars 
and its financial organization is separate from that of the 0.G.P.U. 
The money used abroad is paid through the Commissariat of Finance. 


The communication between the 0.G.P.U. and its foreign agents 
is kept up through the diplomatic couriers of the Commissariat for 
Foreign Affairs, but recent events in Afghanistan and Ghina have shown 
that this system does not work when diplomatic relations are interrupted; 
therefore the 0.G.P.U. hae organized its illegal agencies abroad to keep 
up the work under any circumstances.
